ration coupons and sugar certificates for giving food demonstrations direct 
“from local War Price and Ration Boards in return for checks issued on State 
Extension Service Ration Banking Accounts became fully effective on November 
11, 1943, when amendments to Rationing Orders No. 3, Sugar; No. 13, Processed 

Foods; and No. 16, meats, Fats, and Oils, where published in the Federal Regis- 
ter. This plan includes provision for the transfer of ration coupons for 
meats-fats and processed foods and also of sugar certificates from extension 
workers to trained leaders and 4-H Club demonstration teams delegated by such 
workers to give food demonstrations in connection with adult and junior 
extension programs. 


O.P.A, has notified all local War Price and Ration Boards of this plan, and 
authorized them to cash ration checks drawn on State extension service ration 
banking accounts, when such checks, properly éndorsed, are presented by State 
and county extension workers, : 


Voneral and State Extension Service Ration Banking Accounts Established, 


A preliminary step was taken on October 25 when a ration banking account was 
set up in Washington for the Federal Extension Service. Ration checks drawn 
against this account were mailed to State directors of extension who had sub- 
mitted estimates for the number of ration points for meats-fats and processed 
foods and the number of pounds of sugar required to cover the needs of State 
and county extension workers for the period October 1 to December 31, 1943, 
as requested oy M, L, Wilson on September 1, With the ration checks went 
a circular letter from Director M, L. Wilson enclosing an outline of "Procedure 
for Establishing State Ration Banking Accounts and Issuing Ration Checks to 
State and County Extension Workers." This outline included both an interim 
procedure (section 7) for use until the amendments ware printed, and the per- 
fhanent procedure (section sey which became effective on November 11. 


Ploxibili ty Insured uarterly Request for and Reaper of Ration Points. 


Since the kind and number of food demonstrations in county and State extension 
programs varies from month to month and from year to year; and since the foods 
rationed, the availablé supplies of such foods, and the point values of indi- 
vidual: foods within a ration group tend to vary in connection with a nunber of 
interacting factors, no rule-of-thumb allocation of ration points will provide 
satisfactorily for the needs of the different State programs over a lengthy 
period.
